ment, and Proclamations of Our Privy Council already made and emitted thereanent. 
id furder, We with Advice foreſaid, Require and Command the Sheriffs of the ſeveral 
res, and their Deputs, Juſtices of Peace, and Magiſtrats of the Royal Burghs of this 
ingdom, within their ſeveral Juriſdifions, to take tryal how far, and in what manner 
te faids Atts of Parliament, and Proclamations of Council have been obeyed, and put to 
xecution, conform to the Tenors thereof; and where any have neglefted, or been defi- 
at and wanting, in what is required of them by the ſaids Atts and Froclamaticns , to 
nerciat and Fine them therefore in mannerþerein ſpecified: and preſcribed : And if any 
fficulty (hall happen in the after-proſecurion thereof, through what cauſ 
, not provided for by the {aids Laws and Proclamations already em thereanent. 
ie Magiſtrats reſp:TFive foreſaid are hereby required to repreſent the ſame$ the Lords of 
pr Privy Council, that they may give ſuch Order thereanenr,as may brinfthigpvod work 
relieving the Poor, and reſtraining Vagabonds to the deſired 1g. For the better ef- 
nating whereof, We, with Advice foreſaid, have nominat and appointed a Committee 
the Lords of Our Privy Council to receive in any Repreſentations from the Magiſtrats re- 
Tire above named , and likewiſe with power to them to Call and Conveen before them 
Sheriffs, and orker Magiſtrats reſpeFiv? foreſaid, to whom the execution of the ſaids 
ts and Proclamations are committed ; And particularly the Magiſtrats of Edinburgh, 
I to examine and take tryal of their negligence in the ſaid matter, and to modifie the 
bes and Penalties to be exaCted from them for the ſame, and to report their opinion there- 
to a full Council, the firſt Council day of September next. OUR WILL IS HER E- 
JR E, and We Charge you ſtrily, and Command, that incontinent, thir Our Letters 
n, ye paſs tothe Mercat-Croſs of Edinburgh, and remanent Mercat-Crofles of the Head 
phs of the ſeveral Shires within this Kingdom, and there in Our Name and Authori- 
make Publick Intimation of the Premifles, rhat none may pretend ignorance, as ye will 
er to us thereupon. The whilk to do, We commit to you conjunaly and ſeverally 
r full power, by thir Our Letters, delivering them by you duely Execute and Indorſed 
in to the Bearer.
